The cash awards and ribbons for this show are made possible through an appropri- 
ation made by the Missouri Legislature to encourage the production, distribution, and use of 
better breeding animals in Missouri. 


All animalsthat are shown will be classified by a competent judge according to their 
individual merit into four grades or classes as follows: Excellent, Superior, Good and Un- 
classified. Animals in one or more or all of the groups may be placed individually if the asso- 
ciation conducting the sale so desires in order to determine a sale order or for other reasons. 
If animals are placed individually, champion and reserve champion awards in each sex may be 
designated if desired and if so designated will receive appropriate ribbons furnished by the 
Missouri State Department of Agriculture. Only animals that have received excellent awards and 
first place in the class in which exhibited are eligible toshow forchampion. First place animals 
not receiving the championship and the animal that stood second in class to the champion may 
be exhibited for the reserve championship award. 


EXCELLENT animals shall be of outstanding quality, unusually good type and confor- 
mation, and insufficiently good flesh and adequately fitted to demonstrate fully their qualifica- 
tions. EXCELLENT animals shall include only animals that in the opinion of the judge possess 
to a very marked degree all the desirable characteristics common to the breed they represent. 
All animals in this group will be awarded a dark green ribbon, suitably inscribed; and cash by 
the Department of Agriculture as follows: $6.00 (six dollars) on cattle; $4.00 (four dollars) on 
hogs or sheep regardless of breed or show. 


SUPERIOR animals shall be of superior quality, type, and conformation and with- 
out any major defects. Animals in this group must be good enough to use in most registered 
herds, or in any commercial herd. They must plainly demonstrate their superior qualifications 
over the average registered animal. All animals in this group will be awarded a light green 
ribbon suitably inscribed; and-cash by the Department of Agriculture as follows: $4.50 (four 
dollars and fifty cents) on cattle; $3.00 (three dollars) on hogs or sheep regardless of breed or 
show. : 


GOOD animals will be somewhat less desirable in type, conformation and quality 
than the above grades and may have one or more rather objectionable characteristics. Animals 
of this grade must have sufficient type and quality to improve commercial herds. They must 
be good representatives of their breed and worthy of the rating of GOOD. Good animals will be 
awarded a white ribbon, suitably inscribed; and cash by the Department of Agriculture as fol- 
lows: $3.00 (three dollars) on cattle; $2.00 (two dollars) on hogs or sheep regardless of breed 
or show. 


All animals of such type, conformation or quality as are not worthy of as much as 
a GOOD award shall remain UNCLASSIFIED. In most shows there are several animals of fair 
to poor conformation, type or quality, or that for other reasons should remain unclassifed. 
There is nostigma attachedto the breeder who exhibits such animals and no judge‘should hesitate 
to leave all animals unclassified that in his opinion would not deserve one of the above ratings 
and the accompanying ribbon and cash award. In most sales there is some demand for animals 
of fair to poor quality at minimum price but if such animalsare given ratings of goodor better, 
would-be buyers are often misled and consignors of animals deserving of a good or better award 
have suffered an injustice. All judges are urged to classify the animals in accordance with the 
above standards and all breed association officers and members should fully support the work of 
all the judges when these standards are followed.

to serve when under 14 months of age, or allowed to run with the 
herd when under 2C months of age. In case of failure of a bull to 
be a breeder notice shall be given to the seller within six months 
of date of purchase, or by the time the bull is 20 months of age, 
if purchased under 14 months of age.
